Samara state that two regiments

The officers promised the service de- 
mands if the mutineers would return 
to duty; but the men replied that 
they would be satisfied only with com- 
Pliiance with all of their demands. 
The mutineers command the situation 
but are not indulging in excesses. 

The situation is complicated by the 
fact that in Samara the revolutionists 
are pushing a movement to prociaim a 
republic in case a general strike is 
declared and may seize the present 
opportunity to further their aims, 

The ferment among the _ soldiers 
and sailors at Odessa and Sebastopol 
continues.

No inkling of the reported rioting 
and pillaging at Viadivostok has 
reached the Russian public but the 
military authorities, who control the 
telegraphs, would be able to withhold 
for days any news of such condi- 
tions.

EVELYN’ S AFFIDAVIT 
HAS NOT SHOWN UP. 


Conflicting Stories About It—As- 


sistant District 


Attorney Denies 


That He Has It—Mrs. Thaw Denies 


It Was Made.

EW YORK, July 5.—Conflicting 
N stories as to the existence or noa- 

existence of an affidavit made or 
Evelyn Nesbit in a breach-of-promise 
suit, which, it is alleged, she took steps 
to bring against Harry K. Thaw, prior 
to her trip to Europe and marriage io 
him later, were told today by persons 
interested tn the investigation of the 
Thaw-White murder. 

Early in the day, Asst. Dist.-Aity. 
Garvan was quoted as saying that 
there was no truth in the story that 
he expected to come into possession of 
the alleged affidavit, and further thar 
he had no reason to believe such u 
paper existed. 

Counsel for Harry Thaw, and Mrs. 
Thaw herself. added their dentals to 
the report that re had ever been 
such an affidavit made or contem- 
plated. The reports were said to be 
circulated by some enemy of Thaw, 
and were wholly untrue. 

DETECTIVE’S REPORT. 

Later in the day, a private detective 
who had been engaged by Stanford 
White to shadow Harry Thaw, was 
@xamined by Garvan, and said he had 
submitted his report to Howe & Hum- 
mei, and Dalancey Nicoll, attorney~s. 
Poliowing this came a statement at- 
tributed to the District Attorney's of- 
fice, that it was known that the Nesbit 
girl hed visited the office of Howe & 
Hummel; that she did have a confer- 
ence with Hummel, and it is alleged 
that the affidavit in question was jhe 
result of that interview, the case being 
Hummel’s personal matter, and not a 
part of the office business. 

It was further stated that while the 
District Attorney had learned that th- 
affidavit was really made, it had been 
destroyed upon the reconciliation of 
the Nesbit girl and Thaw

SCIENTIFIC CURRENCY. 

“The one thing that I want to urge 
is the importance of providing a scien- 
tific bank note currency if we wish 
an indefinite continuance of prosper- 
ity and further to emphasize the re- 
sponsibility which rests particularly 
upon the bankers of New York in pre- 
senting a plan for such currency. 

“The plan may take one of half a 
dozen forms. Perhaps the best one, 
were it politically possible, would be 
the establishment of a great bank hav- 
ing the power of issue, whose sole bus!- 
ness would be in its relation with other 
banks and whose chief operations would 
‘be the rediscounting for other banka. 
I do not mean that any existing Insti- 
tution could be metamorphosed into 
such a central bank. 

“It would have to be freshly organ- 
ized from the beginning, Its control 
would need to be largely in the hands 
of the government, and its ownership 
widely distributed among banking in- 
terests throughout the country. 

“The principles of a scientific asset 
currency could well be worked out 
through the medium of such an insti- 
tution, as the experience of Germany 
eloquently testifies, but they can un- 
doubtedly be worked out in some other 
way.

D. Rockefeller is enjoying a much- 
needed season of rest and relaxation, 
that the great financier has taken to 
attending the races. The news comes 
as a surprise to the world at large, 
which has heretofore regarded Mr. 
Rockefeller as a model and devout 
gentieman of orthodox religious 
views, and, ag such, far removed 
from the follies and foibles of the 
wicked world in which he lives. The 
news will be likely to inflict an es- 
pecially severe jolt upon Mr. Rocke 
feller’s pious fellow-churchmen. True, 
Compeigne is only about forty or fifty 
miles from Paris; but who ever sup- 
posed that the gay French capital 
would havé so demoralizing an _ in- 
fluence upon te recluse of the Pocan- 
tico Hills? 


We are told that Mr. Rockefeller 
“entered into the full spirit of the oc- 
casion” at the horserace. He even 
“wore his ticket in his buttonhole [of 
course he had more than one button- 
hole,} visited the stables, paddock 
and betting ring, and was much ex- 
cited.” 


From ali accounts, it seems to have 
been a red-letter day for the Standard 
Oil emperor. He may have place! a 
wager or two on the frisky nags, and 
possibly he may have taken a glass 
of lemonade or something. Details 
of this kind would naturally be omit- 
ted from a cable dispatch, for cable 
dispatches are quite expensive, and be- 
sides it would be unnice to give public- 
ity to any little indiscretions in which 
Mr. Rockefeller may have indulged 
on the occasion of his first visit to a 
horserace. 


As @ measure of the interest which 
“Rocky” (as he is familiarly known 
by his old cronies) took inp one race, 
at least, it is noted that he gave ut- 
terance to these expressions: “There, 
look! My conscience!, What speed! 
See, mother, how beautiful they are 
as they come around the turn. Beau- 
tiful! Magnificent!” Other similar 
bursts of admiration indicate beyond 
dispute that Mr. Rockefeller has the 
blood of the true sportsman in his 
veins. “Ah! Mon Blue wins! I 
thought he would all the time,” he 
exclaimed at the close, and it was 
even so. 


Some ill-natured would-be critics 
may say that the “Mon Blue” explan- 
ation indicated that Mr. Rockefeller 
had more than a sentimental interest 
in the winning horse. We do not 
share this view of the case. Nor do 
we join in the fears that have been 
expressed to the effect that Mr. Rock- 
efeller is in danger of becoming 1 
regular race-track habitue and squan- 
dering his modest but hard-earned 
fortune. He is too careful, too con- 
servative a man to warrant these fool- 
ish fears. it is barely possible that 
he might be carried away in the ex- 
citement of the moment, in a particu- 
larly close contest, and in his boyish 
6nthusiasm might stake forty-nine 
millions on the result. But he is not 
the man to take any dangerous risks 
of this kind. It may be said without 
fear of successful contradiction that 
the bulk of his fortune is safe. 


Every person of humane impulses 
must necessarily rejoice at the inno- 
cent pleasures which Mr. Rockefeller, 
the unswerving friend of humanity, 
is allowing himself. His opportuni- 
ties for enjoyment have heretofore 
been so limited as often to excite gen- 
uine pity. The crushing of competi- 
tion and the building up of Standard 
Oil have been about his only amuse- 
ments in the past.

VOTER. 

The political fence-builder put 
in a busy day on the Fourth of July, } 
seeing that his preserves were in 
good shape.

see just how these things are done. 
The fellow who is chasing an office 
purely and entirely for what there is 
in it, in it to himself, be it remem- 
bered, went forth on Wednesday 
morning wearing, among other things, 
his brightest smile, and with his arm 
bandaged to endure the strenuous 
work of shaking hands from sunrise 
until sunset. He was armed with long 
typewritten lists of names. These 


ers, the men who make a profession 
of politics in each little country pre 
cinct and who are doing politics 
every day in the year. These are the 
men who expect to gain something 
by doing politics. The fellow who 
is chasing a big county office and 
these understrappers who are after 
something, either in the way of emol- 
ument or coveted political honors in 
the country precincts, are all band- 
ed together with a common purpose 


the trumps where they will do the 
most good, and when the game is 
played in the nominating convention, 
show down every good card in the 
pack and nominate candidates for 
every office. 

The exalted ideal of American !n- 
stitutions is that the office, through 
the great mass of voters, shal] seek the 
best man. The theory is that every 
sovereign citizen exercises his own 
free choice for the man who is to fill 
each and every office, that this sov- 
ereign citizen ig untrammeled, unim- 
peded, uninfluenced by any thing or 
consideration outside of his own intel- 
ligently formed judgment in the cast- 
ing of his vote. The way this thing 


generally works out in a practical). 


form is that instead of the office seek- 
ing the best man, the man in politics 
is seeking the best office. It is the 
man who wants the office who does the 
whole business and turns the winning 
trick, instead of the intelligently 
guided action of the great mass of the 
votes of the district. 

It will be a couple of months before 
the nominating convention assembles 
to make up the ticket for the several 
county offices, and a little longer be 
fore the city convention meets to do 
the same preliminary work for filling 
the municipal offices. About ninety- 
nine out of every hundred voters in 
the city and in the whole county, up 
to this present moment have scarcely 
given a thought, or if they have given 
a thought, it has been a fugitive and 
transitory one, to this important bust- 
ness of selecting competent men to 
perform these important political 
functions. The other one out of each 
hundred voters in the city and county 
has got into pretty close touch long 
before this stage of the game. These 
are the people who make up what is 
known as the machine. They have 
every precinct in city and county care 
fully canvassed and elaborately 
mapped out. They have lists of names 
in every precinct of the men who*will 
probably go to the nominating conven- 
tions. 

Now the net result is that the poll- 

cs of the city of Los Angeles and 
the county of Los Angeles, instead of 
being dominated by a big majority of 
the voters, are really controlled by 
this 1 per cent. of the sovereign cit- 
izens of the districts. When the cau- 
cuses are held for nominating dele- 
gates to the nominating convention, 
this 1 per cent. of the voters of city 
and county will be on band in the 
little shack or tent where the caucus 
is held. They will put the officers 
who are to preside over the conven- 
tion in their places. They will have 
a printed ticket of delegates, agreed 
upon weeks before. In addition to 
the one-hundredth part of the voters 
of the precinct, there may be a dozen 
or a score of others supposedly inde- 
pendent voters at the caucus, and like 
a little bunch of trained monkeys at 
a good anima) show, they will pro- 
ceed to vote the printed ticket ex- 
actly as has been programmed for 
them. Here the politica) fate of the 
city and county is practically deter- 
mined. All the rest of it is mere 
programme detail, and the ninety-nine 
voters who have given only fugitive 
and transitory thoughts to politics un- 
til the caucus is held, the primary elec- 
tion is on, the nominating convention 
meets, and the election day comes, 
have had nothing to do with the 
whole business beyond a perfunctory 
ratifying of the action of one man in 
one hundred who makes the cog in 
the political machine. 

This is not good American citizen- 
ship. It will never result in obtaining 
honest, competent and thorough per- 
formance of the duties connected with

DENIES 
“TROOPS” RUMOR. 


‘BOVERNOR MAKES REPORT ON 
AMERICANS AT CANANEA. 


Executive of Sonora Tells the Min- 
ister of Interior That So-called 
“Invasion” of Armed Men Consisted 
Only of Private Citizens Intent 
Upon Protecting Life and Property. 


QPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 

NACO (Ariz.) July 4.—It will be re- 
membered that one of the most impor- 
tant features of the Cananea riots last 
month was the invasion of Mexico by 
about 2600 Americans, armed and semi- 
disciplined, and bound for Cananea td 
protect the property and lives of Amer- 
foans. It was feared that the entry of 
the men would cause international 
complications. 

It was realized that much would 
depend upon the report of Gov. Rafael 
Yaabel of Sonora, who was in Nacoat 
fhe time the Americans crossed the 
international line and who, in fact, in- 
vited them to accompany him to Can- 
anea. A copy of Gov. Ysabel’s pre- 
liminary report to the Mexican Setre- 
tary of the Interior has just been re- 
ceived. Translated, it is as follows: 

“To the Minister of Interior: Re- 
serving for a later date a eral and 
comprehensive report of the disturb- 
ances which have urred at this 
town (Cananea,) for information 
of the President of the republic, I 
have the honor now to. state to you 
that the accounts published by the 
press as to the entry of American 
troops into the national territory are 
inexact and destitute of all foundation. 

“The alarming reports which were 

read on the™gt inst. In regard to 
the happenings at Cananea lied to the 

thering at Naco, a town on the 

n side close to the frontier, of 

many individuals of American nation- 

ality, but all of them private persons 

who did not belong to the army of the 

Tiiited States or even to the trregular 
forces of the nation. a 

YSABEL EXCUSES ENTRY. 

“On my arrival at Naco, Ariz., be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock In the morning 
of the 2nd inst. I met this group of 
Americans, some of whom were 
armed with rifies and carbines and al! 
of them decently dressed in civilian 
attire. Several of them were intro- 
@uced to me as physicians, lawyefs or 
belonging to other professions, or as 
employés of the companies operating 
at Douglas and Bisbee. Not only from 
the appearance of the group, of which 
J could judge by my own eyes, but 
from all the reports which I received, 
I was convin that the party did not 
constitute a military force, but only a 

roup of private persons who did not 
endl either to the American army or 
militia and in whose dress and arma- 
ment there was no uniformity; that 
they wore no igsignia nor any badge 
that could invest them with a military 
character, and that they were without 
leaders or any species of organization. 
Jn fact, they were nothing but a group 
of private individuals attracted either 
by curiosity or by the natural alarm 
which the disturbances had caused in 
the vicinity or desirous of repairing to 
fananea because they had interests or 
relatives there 4nd wanied to inform 
themselves perronally as to the occur- 


rences. 

“In truth the reports which had 
reached me prior to that time were 
extremely alarming and the further 
announcements whith I received at 
Naco by telephone were still more se. 
It was sald that the situation was 
awful: that forty-five persons were 
known to have been killed: that the 
strikers were trying to blow up the 
bulidings of the company with dyna- 
mite: that the entire police force of 
Cananea and many Americans had 
been massacred by the rioters and that 
‘half of the town was in flames. 


ONLY PRIVATE INDIVIDUALS. 
“When the train in which I had ar- 
fived at Naco and in which I con- 


tinued my journey started a portion of" 


the Americans who had there assem- 
bled and who. as I have said. were 
vate individuals who could 
be considered as a military force, 
bearded it, being entitied to enter the 
untry as mere ordi travelers. 
When we arrived at Caftianea I per- 
ceived that it was not desirable to al- 
low these Americans to enter the town, 
for their presenge might have led te 
further disorders: 1, therefore, spoke 
with thent and told them to return to 
American territory, which they wil- 
lingly agreed to do, going back in the 
game train‘and without 
the emaliest share in the occurrences. 
“As this report will show you, It

PASADENA, July 5.—{To the Editor 
of The Times:] I notice in today’s 
issue of your paper a letter, re the 
late railroad dicaster in England, 
signed by a Mr. Baillie. Mr. Balilie 
ends his letter by saying: “Let us all 
try to think In terms of facts, when 
facts are ascertainable,” and yet his 
letter is full of statements that are 
not facts. I've been in the enginecring 
business, both railroad and marinc, for 
over twenty years, part of the time in 
England, and I think I can correct 
some of Mr. Beillie’s alleged facts. Heo 
Says, as long as he can remember, 
Pullmans, sleeping, and chair cars have 
been in use in England. How old !s 
Mr. B.? The-London Brighton and 
South Coast R@ilway, and the Midian 
Rallway experimented with Puliman 
trains some years ago, but it was a 
fallure, the Britisher being too exclu- 
sive an animal to adapt himself to 
them. Sleeping cars were run on one 
or two of the night trains from Lon- 
don to Scotland, and miserable affairs 
they were. As regards chair cars the 
assistant locomotive superintendent cf 
one of the British roads stayed with 
me for three months, a year or two 
ago, while studying railroad matters 
here, and he'd never heard of chair 
cars, and didn’t know what they were. 
As regards the statement about trains 
running regularly between Glasgow 
and Edinburgh at a mile-a-minute 
gait, it is simply ridiculous, especially 
to any one who has ever ralflroaded. 
I'm not very wealthy, but I'll be willing 
to bet Mr. B. a large sum he can't tind 
a train running between the points he 
names whose schedule or running or- 
ders call for that speed. 

“An arrangement called bogey 
wheels in front to’ help it hold the 
track at sharp curves.” This arrange- 
ment is nothing more or less than the 
pilot truck which has been in use here 
almost since the first road was built. 
It was not taken up in England rill 
about the ‘80's, the Midland Railway 
being the first te adopt it. In speaking 
of the Tay bridge disaster, Mr. B. calis 
it a suspension bridge.

Hutchins’s camp was twelve miles 
from Tecate on Mexican soil, and nine- 
teen miles distant on American soil. 
Hearing that Morales, who is sus- 
pected of being concerned in the Chi- 
nese smuggling business, was about to 
{pass vome Chinks over the - line, 
Hutchins set out to intercept them. 
Near Tecate on Mexican soll, he was 
held up by Morales, who drew a gun 
on him and who ordered him to the 
home of Amalia, who disarmed him 
and placed him under arrest. He was 
taken before Judge Ruis and charged 
with attempting to kidnap Morales, 
upon which charge he was escorted to 
Ensenada and thrust into prison. 

The next day he was taken before 
Judge Norman and after a trial lasting 
four hours was d4techarged. Morales 
and Amalia were there and gave in 
their testimony but it was disbelieved 
by the judge. Inspector Hutchins says 
that Morales had four Chinamen in his 
saloon the night of his arrest, whose 
delivery on Uris side of the line meant 
$600 to him. Morales says that 
Hutchins took his horse by the bridle 
and tried to lead him to American soil. 
Hutchins denies the avsertion, saying 
that Morales had him covered with his 
gun ali the time, and that he kept 
threatening to shoot. It was only when 
he fenred being killed at the hands 
of Morales, who had been drinking, 
that the surrendered. United States 
Consul E. E. Bailey, stationed at En- 
senada says that Hutchins undoubted- 
ly has grounds for a suit for damages 
against the Mexican government. 
Meanwhile the Washington authorities 
will be asked to make a careful in- 
vestigation of the affair.
